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U.  S.  FARM  INCOME  IN  I962 

Svgnmary 

Net  income  realized  by  the  Nation's  fam  operators  rose  slightly  in  I962 
to  an  estimated  $12.9  "billion.    The  $12.9  billion  vas  the  highest  since  1953 
and  above  the  average  for  the  preceding  10  years.    Since  I960,  realized  net 
faim  incOTie  has  risen  10  percent,  or  $1.2  billion,  with  most  of  the  rise 
coming  in  I96I. 

Cash  receipts  from  fam  marketings  in  I962  increased  about  $-f  billion  due 
mostly  to  higher  average  prices  received  for  farm  products.    Government  pay- 
ments to  farmers  in  I962  were  about  $^  billion  higher  than  in  I96I  because  of 
increased  payments  to  producers  participating  in  the  Feed  Grain  and  Wheat 
Programs.    Gross  income  realized  from  farming  rose  almost  ^  billion  in  I962 
to  a  record  level  of  $i+0.6  billion,  but  a  further  rise  of  about  $650  million 
in  farm  production  expenses  offset  most  of  this  gain.    Expenses  increased  due 
to  the  persistent  rise  in  prices  paid  by  farmers  for  most  production  items  and 
services  and  larger  purchases  of  some  major  input  items. 

The  net  value  of  the  physical  change  in  farm  inventories  rose  again  in 
1962  for  the  sixth  consecutive  year.    A  gain  in  the  net  value  of  livestock 
inventories  was  responsible  for  the  increase  of  $1^5  million.    The  total  net 
income  of  farm  operators,  which  is  the  sum  of  realized  net  farm  incane  and  the 
net  value  of  the  inventory  change,  was  estimated  at  $13.0  billion  in  I962, 
about  the  same  as  in  I961. 

Realized  net  income  per  farm  from  farming  was  estimated  at  close  to  $3*500 
in  1962,  a  record  high  and  up  about  k  percent  fran  I96I.    The  continuing 
decline  in  the  number  of  farms  in  I962  was  an  important  factor  in  the  higher 
income  per  farm. 

The  personal  incme  per  capita  of  the  farm  popiilation  frcm  farm  and  non- 
farm  sources  rose  in  I962  to  an  estimated  $1,^30  compared  with  $1,373  in  I961. 
Farm  population  dropped  3  percent  in  I962.    The  personal  income  per  capita  of 
the  farm  population  in  I962  remained  at  just  under  60  percent  of  that  of  the 
nonfana  population. 


Farm  Prices  and  Cash  Receipts  Improve 

During  I962,  cash  receipts  frc«n  farm  marketings  showed  little  initial 
surge  and  in  the  first  quarter  ran  below  a  year  earlier.    Lower  livestock  and 
product  prices  than  a  year  earlier  in  January-March  I962  kept  receipts  down. 

Prices  received  by  fanners  steadied  after  the  first  qiiarter  of  19^2  and 
in  the  remaining  3  quarters  of  the  year  were  2  percent  higher  than  in  April- 
December  1961.    Crop  prices  were  k  percent  higher  than  a  year  earlier  in  the 
second  qiiarter  of  1962.    Livestock  and  product  prices  were  considerably  higher 
in  July-December  I962  than  in  the  last  6  months  of  I96I.

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Cash  receipts  from  marketings  were  above  a  year  earlier  in  each  of  the 
last  3  qtiarters  of  19^2,  reflecting  the  improved  price  situation  relative  to 

1961.  Meat  animal  prices,  in  particular,  shoved  strength  as  the  year 
progressed.    And  marketings  of  cattle  and  calves  continued  large  throughout 

1962.  The  heavy  movement  of  cotton  to  market  in  I962  also  aided  in  pushing 
total  cash  receipts  frcm  marketings  well  over  the  I961  total. 


Prices  Paid  and  Expenses  Move  Up 

Production  expenses  in  total  moved  up  almost  $650  million,  or  2  percent, 
in  1962  to  $27^  billion.    The  dollar  increase  in  I962  was  above  average  com- 
pared with  the  postwar  years.    Expenses  in  the  fourth  qiiarter  of  I962  were 
estimated  at  close  to  $28  billion,  seasonally  adjusted  annual  rate.    This  was 
a  record  high  rate  and  $U00  million  above  that  early  in  the  year  (table  l). 

Prices  paid  by  farmers  for  production  items,  interest,  taxes,  and  wage 
rates  generally  increased  throughout  I962.    In  the  first  quarter  of  19^2,  the 
index  of  prices  paid  by  farmers  for  production  items,  interest,  taxes,  and 
wage  rates  was  1  percent  above  a  year  earlier;  by  the  fourth  quarter  of  19^2, 
the  index  was  almost  2.5  percent  higher  than  in  October-December  I96I. 

^fost  production  expense  items  of  nonfarm  origin  were  higher  in  price  in 
1962  than  in  I96I.    After  2  years  of  decline,  prices  paid  by  farmers  for  motor 
vehicles  moved  upward  by  h  percent.    Prices  paid  by  fanners  for  faim  machinery 
and  supplies  continued  to  increase  in  I962.    On  the  other  hand,  prices  paid 
for  fertilizer  and  building  and  fencing  materials  eased  off  slightly  during 
the  year. 

Prices  of  replacement  and  feeder  livestock  showed  a  relatively  sharp 
increase — k  percent — in  I962  over  the  preceding  year.    Seed  prices  to  farmers 
averaged  almost  k  percent  above  I96I  levels.    Purchased  feed  prices  paid  during 
1962  were  I.5  percent  higher  than  in  I96I,  but  in  recent  months  they  have  been 
3-4  percent  higher  than  a  year  earlier. 

Interest  and  tax  rates  paid  by  fanners  continued  to  rise  in  I962  and  were 
k  and  6  percent,  respectively,  fran  I96I.    Wage  rates  for  hired  farm  labor 
went  up  about  3  percent  during  19^2,  about  the  average  increase  in  recent  years. 

Preliminary  indications  also  point  to  some  important  increases  in  quan- 
tities of  production  inputs  bought  by  fanners  in  I962.    Feed  tonnage  purchased 
was  up  again,  fertilizer  use  increased  slightly,  and  a  notable  increase  occur- 
red in  purchases  of  replacement  and  feeder  livestock. 

The  use  of  hired  farm  labor  continued  to  fall  in  I962- -apparently  enough 
to  offset  the  higher  wage  rates.    The  total  farm  wage  bill  is 
stabilizing  at  around  $3  billion  a  year. 
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Fam  Income  Totals 

Cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  in  I962  were  up  almost  I.5  percent 
from  1961  to  a  record  level  of  $35  > 7^9  million,  according  to  preliminary- 
estimates.    Most  of  this  increase  is  attributable  to  higher  average  prices 
received  for  farm  products.    Receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  products 
totaled  $19^8^9  million,  $^3^  million  more  than  in  I96I.    Crop  receipts  totaled 
$15,900  million  in  I962  compared  with  $15,828  million  in  I961. 

Total  Government  payments  to  farmers  in  I962  were  $1,736  million  compared 
with  $l,481f  million  in  I96I.    Wheat  Program  payments  to  participating  producers 
were  $253  million  in  I962  compared  with  $U2  million  in  the  preceding  year. 
Payments  under  the  Feed  Grain  Program  in  I962  totaled  $8^+1  million,  up  $69  mil- 
lion from  1961.    There  were  slight  drops  in  payments  under  the  Soil  Bank, 
Conservation,  and  Wool  programs  in  I962. 

The  value  of  home  consimiption  of  farm  products  was  estimated  about  5  per- 
cent lower  last  year  than  in  I96I,  mainly  accounted  for  by  fewer  farm  people. 
The  imputed  gross  rental  value  of  farm  dwellings  edged  upward  again  in  I962  as 
farm  real  estate  values  and  dwelling  upkeep  expenses  continued  to  rise 
(table  2). 

Realized  gross  farm  income,  which  includes  cash  receipts  from  farm 
marketings.  Government  payments,  and  nonmoney  inccsne,  rose  to  an  estimated 
$14-0.6  billion  in  I962,  almost  $750  million  higher  than  in  I961.  Production 
expenses  also  rose  in  1962--close  to  $650  million — and  farm  operators  retained 
$12.9  billion  as  their  realized  net  inccrae  from  farming.    The  ratio  of  net 
income  to  gross  income  was  about  32  percent,  unchanged  from  I96I  but  higher 
than  in  the  previous  2  years. 

Fanners  consumed  or  sold  slightly  less  in  total  than  they  produced  in 
1962--as  in  the  5  previous  years--mostly  because  of  the  continued  buildup  in 
cattle  numbers.    The  net  value  of  the  physical  change  in  farm  inventories  was 
estimated  at  $1^5  million  in  I962.    This  net  inventory  increase  for  I962  added 
to  the  realized  net  farm  income  yields  a  total  of  $13.0  billion  as  fann 
operators'  total  net  income  in  I962,  virtually  the  same  as  in  I96I.    Total  net 
income  of  farm  operators  is  a  measure  of  the  net  value  of  actual  output  during 
the  year  and  is  more  nearly  comparable  with  measiares  of  the  net  income  of 
nonfann  proprietors. 


Income  Per  Farm 

Realized  net  income  per  farm,  near  $3^500,  was  about  k  percent  higher  in 
1962  than  in  I96I,  reflecting  the  slight  gain  in  total  realized  net  farm  income 
and  a  further  drop  in  the  number  of  farms.    Compared  with  2  years  earlier,  the 
average  realized  net  income  per  farm  was  up  about  I8  percent.    Farm  numbers 
dropped  from  3,9^9^000  in  I96O  to  an  estimated  3,688,000  in  I962,  and  realized 
net  farm  income  rose  from  $11,692  million  to  $12,900  million  (see  chart, 
page  31). 
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State  estimates  per  farm  for  I962  are  shovn  on  a  preliminary  basis  for  the 

first  time  in  table  12.    Revised  estimates  of  farm  income  per  farm  by  States 

will  be  in  the  Supplement  to  the  July  Farm  Income  Situation  usiially  published 
in  August. 


Personal  Income  Per  Capita 

The  personal  income  per  capita  of  the  fara  population  during  I962  was 
estimated  at  $1,430  compared  with  $1,373  in  I96I.    Personal  income  per  capita 
of  the  farm  population  from  both  farm  and  nonfarm  sources  rose  in  I962.  The 
farm  population  dropped  3  percent  in  I962  and  aggregate  personal  income  for 
this  group  was  estimated  up  slightly.    Also,  the  personal  income  per  capita  of 
the  nonfarm  population  rose  in  I962,  amounting  to  $2,Mj-0,  compared  with  $2,3^5 
in  1961.    Farm  people  had  less  than  60  percent  as  much  income  per  capita  as 
nonfaim  people,  about  the  same  as  in  I96I. 

CASH  RECEIPTS  BY  MAJOR  COMMODITIES,  I962 

Cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  in  I962  totaled  a  record  $35*7  billion, 
according  to  preliminary  estimates.    This  was  about  1^  percent  above  I96I,  and 
higher  prices  mainly  were  responsible  for  the  gain. 

Receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  rose  about  2  percent  in 
1962  to  an  estimated  million,  because  of  record-high  marketings  and 

slightly  higher  average  prices.    Receipts  from  crop  marketings  also  were  a 
record  high  in  19^2,  $15,900  million,  up  fractionally  frcan  I96I.    Crop  prices 
avemged  2  percent  higher  in  I962  than  in  I96I. 

Sharply  higher  prices  and  a  large  movement  of  cattle  and  calves  to  market 
led  to  a  substantial  increase  in  cash  receipts  from  meat  animals  in  I962. 
Receipts  from  hog  marketings  changed  little  in  I962.    Favorable  prices  for 
sheep  and  lambs  led  to  some  increase  in  cash  receipts. 

Receipts  frcm  dairy  products  dropped  about  $85  million  in  I962  because 
prices  averaged  about  3  percent  lower.    Cash  receipts  from  marketings  of  eggs 
also  declined  in  19^2;  prices  were  reported  about  6  percent  lower  than  in  I96I. 
Broiler  marketings  in  I962  declined  somewhat,  but  higher  average  prices  re- 
sulted in  a  sizeable  gain  in  cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  of  this 
important  poultry  item. 

Cash  receipts  from  food  grains  were  down  substantially  in  1962  from  I961 
due  to  a  reduced  volume  of  wheat  marketings.    Prices  of  most  feed  grains 
changed  little  during  I962,  and  cash  receipts  from  marketings  of  this  commodity 
group  were  not  much  different  than  in  I96I. 

Receipts  frcm  cotton  marketings  showed  a  sharp  gain  during  I962,  with  a 
sizeable  increase  in  the  volume  of  marketings  mainly  responsible.  Cotton 
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prices  increased  slightly  in  I962  ccanpared  with  a  year  earlier.    Caah  receipts 
from  marketings  of  oil  crops  vere  virt\ially  unchanged  in  196'd  frcan  I96I, 
although  prices  for  this  group  averaged  about  3*5  percent  less  than  a  year 
earlier. 

Sharply  lover  average  fruit  prices,  particularly  for  oranges,  in  1962 
resulted  in  a  drop  of  over  $100  million  in  cash  receipts  from  marketings  of 
fruits  eind  nuts.    Cash  receipts  from  marketings  of  truck  crops  were  substan- 
tially higher  in  196'd  in  response  to  more  favorable  prices.    Potato  prices  at 
local  mai-kets  averaged  about  the  same  in  196kf  as  in  I96I,  and  cash  receipts 
were  little  changed  for  this  product. 

Farm  marketings  by  major  commodity  groups  are  shown  in  table  3. 
The  196i£  indications  are  as  of  February  1,  19^3^  and  are  subject  to  revision 
as  more  canplete  data  become  available. 

CASH  RECEIPTS,  JANUARY  19^3 

Cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  dtiring  January  19^3  are  tentatively 
estimated  at  $3-3  billion,  up  about  $75  million  from  the  January  196'^  estimate. 
The  voliame  of  marketings  this  January  was  slightly  larger  thaji  a  year  earlier, 
and  prices  received  were  also  on  the  up  side.    Livestock  marketings  were  larger 
and  prices  about  the  same.    Some  small  increase  in  crop  prices  was  noted  over 
a  year  earlier. 

Principal  gains  this  January  from  a  year  earlier  in  cash  receipts  from 
fann  marketings  were  reported  for  cattle  and  calves,  tobacco,  cotton,  and 
broilers.    Some  important  declines  from  the  January  196^^  level  were  shown  for 
wheat  and  dairy  products.

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CASH  RECEIPTS  BY  STATES  AND  REGIONS,  I962 

Cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  in  I962  were  above 
a  year  earlier  in  the  Central  and  Western  Regions  of  the 
coxmtry  and  little  changed  in  the  Regions  bordering  on  the 
Atlantic.    The  increase  from  a  yeaoc  earlier  was  strongest 
in  the  West  due  in  large  part  to  substantial  gains  in 
cash  receipts  in  the  Mountain  States  (table  9)- 

Twenty-nine  of  the  U8  conterminous  States  showed 
increases  in  cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  in  I962 
from  1961.    Four  States  were  virtually  unchanged  frraa 
the  previous  year  while  I5  States  were  xmder  the  estimated 
cash  receipts  for  I96I.    The  range  went  from  5  percent 
less  for  Oklahoma  to  22  percent  above  for  North  Dakota. 
In  32  States,  cash  receipts  from  marketings  ranged  from 
3  percent  below  to  3  percent  above  I961  (see  chart  on 
page  19 ) . 

Ranked  on  the  basis  of  their  total  cash  receipts 
from  marketings  in  19^2,  California  and  Iowa  were  first 
and  second,  respectively,  for  the  fifteenth  consecutive 
year.    Estimated  receipts  for  California  were  $3*3  bil- 
lion and  Iowa  $2.6  billion.    The  only  other  States  over 
$2  billion  in  cash  receipts  from  marketings  were  Texas 
and  Illinois.    Other  major  farm  States  in  terms  of  cash 
returns  from  marketings  were  Minnesota,  Kansas,  Nebraska, 
Indiana,  Wisconsin,  Missouri,  North  Carolina,  and  Ohio. 
The  12  States  having  estimated  cash  receipts  from 
marketings  over  $1  billion  in  I962  accounted  for  20.2  bil- 
lion, or  57  percent    of  total  cash  receipts  from  farm 
marketings . 

Detailed  discussion  of  factors  affecting  cash 
receipts  in  each  State  in  I962  relative  to  I96I  are 
carried  in  the  section  starting  on  page  I9.    Cash  re- 
ceipts is    the  most  important  factor  in  gross  income 
realized  by  farmers — making  up  88  percent  in  I962.

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PRELIMINARY  I962  STATE  ESTIMATES  OF  REALIZED  NET 
INCOME  PER  FARM 

Estimates  by  States  of  realized  gross,  realized  net,  and  total  net  income 
per  farm  for  196I  and  I962  are  presented  in  table  12.    These  data  indicate  on 
a  preliminary  basis,  that  realized  net  inccme  per  fam  in  I962  was  up  from 
1961  in  35  States  and  dovn  in  13  States. 

In  5  States,  Connecticut,  Montana,  New  Mexico,  North  Dakota,  and  Rhode 
Island,  realized  net  income  per  farm  was  more  than  30  percent  higher  than  in 
1961.    This  reflects:  (l)  a  return  to  average  growing  conditions  in  I962; 
(2)  the  magnified  relative  effect  of  changes  in  gross  income  on  net  income  when 
production  expenses  do  not  change  correspondingly;  and  (3)  the  magnified  effect 
upon  per  farm  estimates  of  net  inccxne  when  the  total  number  of  farms  in  a  State 
is  relatively  small  and  declining.    For  example,  assume  that  in  a  given  State, 
estimated  gross  income  realized  by  farmers  rose  $2  million  from  $24  millions- 
expenses  rose  $1  million  frcxn  $20  million;  and  realized  net  income  increased 
$1  million  from  $1+  million  to  $5  million.    In  relative  terms  the  $2  million 
rise  in  gross  inccane  represented  an  8  percent  gain  over  I96I.    Since  the 
change  in  expenses  was  smaller  than  that  for  gross  income,  the  change  in  net 
incaae  from  I961  would  have  been  25  percent.    Moreover,  if  this  were 
accompanied  by  a  drop  in  the  number  of  farms  (as  actually  happened  in  all 
States  in  19^2 )  on  a  per  farm  basis  the  relative  change  in  net  income  would 
be  more  than  25  percent. 

A  short  commentary  on  the  changes  affecting  realized  net  income  per  farm 
by  States  from  I96I  to  I962  is  given  below.    Differences  in  cash  receipts, 
expenses  of  production,  and  Government  payments  are  cited.    The  realized  net 
income  per  farm  in  dollars  for  I962  follows  the  name  of  the  State.  The 
parentheses  include  the  percentage  change  from  I96I. 

Alabama- -$2,026  (up  8^) 

A  slight  rise  in  total  cash  receipts  reflected  increased  receipts  from 
broilers,  cattle  and  calves,  eggs,  and  cotton.    Government  payments  to  farmers 
also  were  higher.    Total  production  expenses  were  moderately  higher.  Increased 
expenditures  for  purchased  feed,  repairs  and  operation,  and  some  of  the  mis- 
cellaneous items  were  offset  in  part  by  lower  expenses  for  seed  and  hired  labor. 

Arizona --$24, 223  (up  25^) 

A  substantial  increase  in  cash  receipts  was  registered  for  cotton  lint, 
with  smaller  gains  for  cattle  and  calves,  lettuce,  and  dairy  products.  There 
was  a  slight  increase  in  total  Government  payments.    There  also  was  a  moderate 
increase  in  total  production  expenses.    Increases  in  outlays  for  p\irchased 
feed,  livestock,  seed,  repairs  and  operation  of  motor  vehicles,  and  for  the 
miscellaneous  items  were  partly  offset  by  reduced  outlays  for  fertilizer  and 
lime  and  hired  labor. 
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Arkansas --$3, 7^3  (up  3^) 

Total  cash  receipts  were  up  slightly.    Receipts  from  the  sale  of  cattle 
and  calves,  eggs,  "broilers,  rice  and  soybeans  were  all  higher,  but  those  from 
cotton  lint,  dairy  products,  and  many  of  the  minor  items  were  down.

Govern- 
ment payments  in  total  were  up  moderately  because  of  larger  receipts  from  the 
Feed  Grain  Program.    Production  expenses  as  a  whole  were  slightly  higher.

Total  cash  receipts  were  up  slightly,  with  increases  in  receipts  from 
cattle  and  calves,  broilers,  hogs,  cotton  lint,  and  rice  more  than  offsetting 
declines  in  receipts  from  dairy  products,  eggs,  sorghum  grain,  wheat,  and 
cotton  seed.    Total  Government  payments  were  up  moderately.    Increased  receipts 
from  the  Wheat  Program  accounted  for  most  of  the  gain.    Total  production 
expenses  were  up  slightly,  with  increased  outlays  for  purchased  livestock, 
hired  labor,  and  repairs  and  operation  of  motor  vehicles  partly  offset  by 
declines  in  expenditures  for  purchased  feed  and  seed.

Utah— $2,78t^  (up  21^) 

Total  cash  receipts  rose  moderately,  with  increases  in  receipts  from 
cattle  and  calves  and  sheep  and  lambs  more  than  offsetting  declines  in  those 
from  dairy  products.    Government  payments  as  a  whole  were  up,  mostly  because 
of  increased  receipts  from  the  Feed  Grain  and  Wheat  Programs.    Total  production 
expenses  increased  moderately.    Increased  outlays  for  purchased  feed,  livestock 
and  seed,  hired  labor,  repairs  and  operation  of  motor  vehicles  and  in  some  of 
the  minor  miscellaneous  items  were  partly  offset  by  decreased  outlays  for 
fertilizer  and  lime. 

Vermont --$2, 371  (down  0.^) 

Total  cash  receipts  were  slightly  lower.    The  decreases  in  receipts  from 
eggs,  apples,  and  maple  products  more  than  offset  increases  in  receipts  from 
cattle  and  calves  and  in  some  of  the  minor  commodities.    Receipts  from  dairy 
products  were  about  the  same  as  in  I961.    Payments  from  the  Agricultural  Con- 
servation Program  and  the  Soil  Bank  were  down,  and  total  Government  payments 
declined.    Expenditures  also  were  slightly  lower.    Snaller  outlays  for  pur- 
chased feed,  seed,  and  hired  labor  accounted  for  most  of  the  decline. 

Virginia --$2,310  (up  l4^) 

Total  cash  receipts  from  marketings  rose  slightly,  with  increased  receipts 
from  dairy  products,  cattle  and  calves,  tobacco,  and  peajiuts  more  than  offset- 
ting decreases  in  receipts  from  apples  and  eggs.    Total  Government  payments 
rose  substantially  becaiise  of  increased  payments  from  the  Feed  Grain  and  Wheat 
Programs.    Total  production  expenses  showed  a  slight  increase.    Outlays  were 
a  little  higher  for  purchased  feed,  seed,  fertilizer  and  lime,  and  for  repairs 
and  operation  of  motor  vehicles.    They  were  lower,  however,  for  purchased 
livestock,  hired  labor,  and  for  some  of  the  minor  miscellaneous  expenses. 

Washington --$3, 71^  (up  7^) 

Receipts  from  wheat,  sugar  beets,  cattle  and  calves,  and  dairy  products 
rose.    Decreased  receipts  from  barley  and  apples  did  not  offset  the  increases, 
and  there  was  a  moderate  gain  in  total  cash  receipts.    Government  payments  as  a 
whole  were  up  sharply  due  to  substantial  increases  in  receipts  from  the  Wool 
Incentive  Program  and  the  Feed  Grain  and  Wheat  Programs.    Total  production 
expenses  increased  slightly.    Increased  outlays  for  purchased  feed,  livestock, 
and  repairs  and  operation  of  motor  vehicles  were  partially  offset  by  lower 
expenses  for  seed,  fertilizer,  and  hired  labor. 

West  Virginia- -$898  (down  6^) 

Decreases  in  receipts  from  dairy  products  and  apples  more  than  offset  in- 
creased receipts  from  cattle  and  calves  and  broilers.    Total  cash  receipts 
declined  slightly.    Government  payments  as  a  whole  were  up  slightly.  Total 
production  expenses  were  down  slightly  as  decreased  expenditiires  for  purchased 
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feed,  livestock,  fertilizer  and  lime  offset  increased  expenditures  for 
ptirc based  seed  and  hired  labor. 

Wisconsin --$3 ^232  (up  1^) 

Receipts  from  cattle  and  calves  and  hogs  rose,  but  receipts  from  dairy- 
products  and  eggs  declined  by  nearly  an  equal  amount.    Total  cash  receipts  in 
1962  were  about  the  same  as  a  year  earlier.    Government  payments  as  a  whole 
were  up  moderately  because  of  increases  from  the  Feed  Grain  and  Wheat  Programs. 
Total  production  expenses  were  up  slightly,  with  increases  in  outlays  for 
seed,  repairs  and  operation  of  motor  vehicles,  and  most  of  the  minor  items 
being  nearly  offset  by  decreases  in  expenditures  for  purchased  feed,  livestock, 
fertilizer,  and  hired  labor. 

Wyoming — $^,U6l  (up  9^) 

Total  cash  receipts  rose  moderately  as  increased  receipts  from  cattle  and 
calves,  sheep  and  lambs ,  and  wool  more  than  offset  decreased  receipts  from 
dairy  products.    Government  payments  as  a  whole  were  up  slightly,  due  mostly 
to  increased  receipts  from  the  Feed  Grain  and  Wheat  Programs.    Total  production 
expenses  were  up  moderately.    Outlays  increased  for  purchased  feed,  livestock, 
seed,  hired  labor,  and  for  repairs  and  operation  of  motor  vehicles.    They  were 
a  little  lower    for  fertilizer  and  lime.
